2 whereunto they are aſſigned, vpon good caution firſt taken foꝛ their good 


| == pehauiour, and perfoꝛming ſuch other Articles as therein ſhall be conteined, 
whoſe roomes and places becomming voyd , Our pleaſure is, ſhall be ſupplied by Dur Knight 
Mar chall foꝛ the time being: We doe therefoze ſtraitly charge and command, That all Tent-kee- 
pers, Artificers.and Landꝛeſles, together with all ſuch idle perſons,and hangers on Our Houle, 
(others then ſuch, whoſe particular names are cntred in the Roll by Us ſigned, as allowed to 
follow Our Houſe) hall within foure and twenty houres after this Our P2oclatnatton, depart 
from Our Court and not returne thither agame, vpon paine ofimpaiſonment,and other cozpo2all 
puniſhments, and penalties to be inflicted fo2 their tontempts in this behalfe: And Wee require, 
and ſtraitly charge Our Knight Mar ſhal, and all Officers, and Miniſters vnder him tat he and 
they doe take a dayly and conſtant luruep of offenders in this kind, to the end that they may bee 
condignely puniſhed, and that they tac care that Our pleaſure herein be from tune to time ſtrict⸗ 
ly obſerned, by reſtraining allothers (laue ſuch as are licenſed and allowed as afoꝛeſaid to follow, 
oꝛ haue dependance vpon Our Houic, And koꝛ luch Tents as are allowed to follow Us , wee will 
that they be appointed and placed by the direction of Our Knight Mar ſchall oꝛ his deputy,in ſuch 
manner, as they may be no offence 02 annoyance to Dur Perlon, oz Houchold. 
And foꝛ ſuch as doe follow, not hauing any dependance at all, Dur will and pleaſure is, That 
euery ſuch maſterleſſe man, ſhall fozthwith depart the Court, vpon paine of whipping, 
, — all Petitioners, hauing had their anlwere, do pꝛelently depart the Court, vpon paine 
Ot impꝛilonment. | 
And alſo, that all ſeruants whatſoener, being put away foꝛ mildemeanoꝛs, be pꝛeſented to Our 
Marſhall oꝛ his deputie, whereby they may be knowen, and this vpon pame of Our diſpleaſure. 
And that no Chamber-keeper.noz any of Dur Footmen oꝛ other Our leruant oꝛ ſeruants, ſhal 
giue entertainment to any perſon whatloeuer, to follow oz depend bpon him oz them, but ſuch as 
ſhalbe allowed, accoꝛding to Our late Pzoclamation in that behalfe publiſhed, fozreſtraint of diſoz- 
derly # bnneceſſary reſoꝛt to the Court. And the better allo to ſuppꝛeſſe the diloꝛders and abuſes 
happening in Dur Court, by reaſon of Tandꝛp- women hauing dayly ace ſſe into Our Houſe, We 
doe therefoꝛe ſtraitly charge and command, that no Tandꝛeſle ſhall haue recourſe to any Officer, 
lodging within Dur Houle, but that the Offices and Chambers vnto which they waſh doe ſend 
their leruants out vnto them with, and foꝛ their linnen; and that all ſuch Landꝛeſſes as are al⸗ 
lowed to follow Our Houle, alwell the Landzeſſe co Our Bodp, as others, ſhail follow 
themſelues in perſon and not ſupply their places by their ſeruantsand maides, who lining with⸗ 
out gouernement, are the cauſe and occaſion of ſo great diſoꝛder amongſt them that follow Us: 
And to that end, ne will and command Our Poꝛters at Dur Gate, to ſee this Our pleaſure to be 
duely oblerued and kept. 
And laſtly, oe ſtraitly require, charge and command Our Knight Mar ſhall to haue an eſpect- 
all care foꝛ execution of this Our Royall will and commandement as hee will giue acount to Us 
thereof, and tender Our high diſpleaſure,fo2 neglect of this ſeruice ſo acceptable vnto Us,
